Practically Condemned to the Life of 
Recluses — Daughters Allowed to 
Come and Go Freely, but Son 
Is Closely Guarded. 

Paris. — Though things Russian are 
rather In disfavor just now, a short 
account of the life led by the Roma- 
noffs, the former Imperial family, may 
prove of Interest. 

Tobolsk has been called tlie "City of 
Death." Its temperature rarely rising 
above the freezing point. Most of Its 
houses are built of wood, the one 
where the Imperial family lives being 
one of the few brick buildings in that 
part of the country. Its ground floor 
is occupied by a company of soldiers 
Installed there as a gunrd. The two 
upper floors, consisting of 14 rooms 
most simply furnished, constitute the 
apartments of "Colonel Romanoff." 

There Is neither running water nor 
gas, neither electricity nor bathroom. 

I The servants are obliged to draw from 
a nearby well the water needed for 
household purposes. The rooms are 

I heated by brick ovens which burn 
wood. The largest room Is not more 

j than 10 feet by 10 feet. 

The windows of the house look out 
on an unattractive landscape. There 
Is not even a garden where the ex- 

I czar might dig and forget his bore- 

| dom. A narrow bulcOny and n court- 
yard Inclosed by high brick walls fur- 

| nish the only breathing spots for the 
Imperial prisoners. 

Live Life of Recluses. 
Nicholas Romanoff and his wife are 
practically condemned to the lives of 
recluses. Their sole outing consists In 
attending mass at the cathedral of the 
Annunciation or at a neighboring mon- 
astery or going to the public baths, 
where as a special favor the revolu- 
tionary authorities permit them to 
bathe once a week. Whenever they go 
out they are escorted by a platoon of 
soldiers commanded by four officers of 
the guard. 

The fare Imposed upon the prisoners 
Is of the most frugal nature. Once ac- 
customed to the delicate refinements 
of French cooking, they are forced to 
be content with ordinary Russian 
dishes: pling, a sort of roll covered 
with caviar; bortsch, a thick soup 
made of beets and other vegetables; 
kalacha, a cheese paste. 

The people of Tobolsk show neither 
hostility nor sympathy townrd the ex- 
iled family. Life In the small town Is 
consistently monotonous. The exist- 
ence of the former emperor drags 
along in drab sadness. Now and theu

PEACE BRIBE TO BERLIN 



Thousand Asses Loaded With Pure 
Gold Reported to Be Sent— Wild 
Tale of Fight Between Two 
Kiltie Regiments. 

London. — The most deadly form of 
German propaganda la Great Britain 
today is the month to mouth rumor. 
Wherever one goes, In clubs or restau- 
rants, at the theater or In the railway 
car, one's peace of mind will be Irre- 
trievably shattered by some kindly In- 
tentloued stranger. 

The keep of the London Tower has 
been overcrowded with riddled corpse 
to a positively unsanitary degree. Now 
It will he an airman of worldwide re- 
nown. The next duy an ex-lord chan- 
cellor of the realm will toe the line fol- 
lowing him ; King George will have his 
Germanic extraction flung In his teeth, 
and an ex-prlme minister receive the 
welcome news that he has sold the 
country to save his flnnnclal Interests 
In the ennny's country. Your true 
propagandist Is no respector of per- 
sons. 

Of Eastern Origin. 

There was one story of distinct East- 
ern origin. Great Britain, ran the 



rumor by way of kindly neutrals, had 
sent a thousand usses laden with pure 
gold as a peace bribe to Berlin. A later 
effort, told wltii due pathos and dra- 
matic effect, concerned the loss of a 
large American transport, which had 
been sent down by a German U-boat, 
with a total loss of life and material. 
The rumor was common property, with, 
perhaps, the possible exception of the 
American naval authorities. 

"Thousands of Woolwich arsenal 
workers, unable to obtain food, were 
rlotiog furiously, aod the troops had 
to he called out," was the preface 
to another. Inquiry showed Hie case 
to be that of a woman of Inebriate 
habits and revolutionary tendencies, a 
misapprehension with a local police 
constable and a sympathetic crowd, 
hungry aud disappointed, supplied the 
uecessury background and climax. 

Another case was that of two kiltie 

regiments. The Highbinders, hold 

lag the left Hunk of a big advance 
movement, were to have been sup- 
ported nt 5 a. in. of a freezing winter 
morning by the Black Watch. The 
Intter failed to put la an appearance. 
The Hlghlnuders, sadly mauled by 
shrapnel nnd machine guns, returned 
to rest billets at quarter strength nnd 
sweurlng vengeance dire. On the rond 
the Black Watch was encountered, 
Forthwith the two battalions set about 
one auother with their dirks and bay- 
onets, leaving the dead and dying by 
the roadside In the hundreds. This 
story to the troops Individually con- 
cerned proved extremely acceptable 
from Its humorous element aloue.

San Franrlsco.— Indescribable atro- 
cities, which even Hip brutal Hun 
might not be thought capable of, were 
committed In France recently and dis- 
covered when the valiant Henforlh 
Highlanders captured a small vlllnge 
near I'loagheKireert Wood, according 
to H'Tgennt A. Goad of ill* Highland- 
ers, who lin« been Invalided to Amer- 
ica with three wounds. 

"When we took the village I hup- 
pened lo look Into n hut, mill ita tid- 
ing among Mm ruins, and there saw 
Ilia most horrible. Might Hint I have 
yet wt\ In my war experience," Her- 
geunt Ooud mild, 

"AgalnNi. 00a wall wan tliu dend 
body of n woman, Mr hands crossed 
sbovr h'<r bead nnd nailed to the 



wall hy a spike. There were no other 
wounds on her body— sho must have 
been left there to die from torture. 

"Opposite her, against the other 
wall, was u little three-yeitr-ohl child, 
with Its head Impaled on a sharp l'° olt 
and Its limp little body hunglug down. 
The two had doubtless been crucified 
at the same time nnd left nlono to 
watch each other's death agonies. 

Sergeant Goad said ihat some lime 
later Hie British took I'loaghCNtreert 
Wood, but were driven back temporii' 
rlly, nnd when they recaptured it n 
score of wounded, whom they hud been 
unuhle to rescue, had buen savagely 
slain.

6000 High School Students Oyer 16 
to Enroll In National Campaign to 
Plant and Reap the Crops. 
ENDICOTT NEEDS THEIR HELP 

Plans for carrying on the food pro- 
duction and conservation work of the 
State were discussed in an all-day 
session, when the county food admin- 
istrators recently appointed by State 
Food Administrator Henry B. Endl- 
oott gathered for the first time to 
hear outlined plans of the adminis- 
tration for the coming spring and 
summer. Special emphasis was 
placed upon the immediate necessity 
of arranging for the promoting of in- 
terest in all sorts of farming and 
gardening. 

A letter was received from Na- 
tional Food Administrator Hoover 
stating that the amount of produc- 
tion in the home gardens laBt year 
undoubtedly saved serious food short- 
ages, as the overtaxed railway sys- 
tem rendered sending to the users 
large quantities of potatoes, beans 
and other products impossible. Mr. 
Hoover said: 

'The extensive use of suburban 
gardens for planting last year proved 
of extreme importance in increasing 
the national food supply. 

"EYen with the car shortage which 
has developed during the last three 
months, and the total inability to move 
the large reserves of potatoes and 
beans, we have been saved from 
positive shortages throughout the 
country, largely by virtue of the ac- 
cumulated household stores which 
are the results of home/ endeavor. 

"The food situation of the world 
must steadily degenerate as long as 
the war lasts. It Is, therefore, of 
prime importance to add every item 
to the total production. Furthermore 
our overtaxed railways, whloh must 
continue to be oveWaxed during the 
whole course of the war, will be 
greatly relieved if we have a larger 
area of gardens planted than last 
season. 

"It seems to me that the experience 
of last season indicates that, aside 
from a moderate planting, of perish- 
able vegetables for immediate y uoe, 
the substantial part of such gardens 
should be devoted to potatoes and 
beans. These two commodities can 
be raised in practically all sections of 
the United States, are of the utmost 
value from a food point of view, and 
have the great advantage that they 
can be preserved, in the household 
without artificial treatment." 

It is the intention of the State 
Food Administration and its county 
delegates to follow out to the letter 
Mr. Hoover's suggestion relative |to 
Increasing suburban and community 
gardens. 

At one o'clock the meeting 
journed to the Union Club, where tie 
county administrators and the heap 
of the various food departments 
the State House lunched as Mr. Endi- 
cott's guests. The meeting was re- 
opened ater lunch and continued at 
the Club until late in the afternoon. 

Philip R. Allen, Chairman of the 
County Food Administrator's Board, 
here outlined in more detail the work 
of the administrators; he said that 
they would not be called upon to 
create any organization, as that 
would perhaps interfere with the ad- 
ministrative departments at the 
State House, but they were expected 
to act as executives and in the event 
of any community's showing lack of 
intrest In the food production and 
conservation movement it would be 
their duty to re-instill new energy. 

President Butterfield of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College and 
chairman of the food production di- 
vision of the Massachusetts Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, outlined the 
plan for work this year in the depart- 
ment which he supervises. The new- 
ly appointed administrators also 
heard the heads of departments of 
the State Food Administration de- 
scribe their work and how full co- 
operation could be obtained between 
the State Houao and countv divisions.
